Most farmers in our section are 
through with their cotton, peanuts, 
potatoes, corn and beans, ‘The 
making of syrup is about the only 
work left for us to do, A pro- 
Hressive farmer is always on the 
lookout for something to do on his 
farm and we have a few neigh- 
bors who ave really progressive. 
However, most of us are not hustl- 
ers and instead of looking for 
something to do we are looking 
for a plan which will assure us 
that we will not have anything to 
do. It is now time for us to hang 
around town or the country store 
for a few weeks. I suggest that 
the wives of this section keep a 
record of the amount of time the 
husband is away at town or the 
country store. We husbands will 
be very much surprised when we 
are faced with the facts as to how 
much we work from now until 
January 1. Sallie says she is al- 
ready keeping a record on me and 
I'm doing my dead-level best to 
convince her that I’m really work- 
ing every day. I hope your wife 
is keeping a record of your work- 
ing hours and I further hope that 
Santa Claus has this record when 
he comes to see you Christmas. 
Well, that is not what I started 
out to say. I wanted to say to 
you that now is the time to make 
your preparations for your poultry 
business next year. You are about 
through with your crop and you 
certainly need to occupy your time 
with something profitable. Eggs 
are selling for 35 to 40 cents per 
dozen but the trouble with most 
of us is we buy eggs instead of 
selling them. Every farmer in this 
section should have eggs to sell 
at the present time. How about 
yourself? Do you have eggs for 
sale in sufficient quantities to 
bring in some ready cash each 
week? Sallie is selling eggs every 
day and believe me she is carry- 
ing around a fat pocket book, She 
will not let me count her money 
but IT know that she has more than 
$100.00, as I have seen more than 
that much. She put all of her 
money in the bank about 60 days 
ago and I watched her when she 
took in the first dollar after that 
day. One hundred dollars in 60 
days is pretty good business and 
JT would suggest that you and your 
wife get into the chicken business 
at once if you are short on money. 
Sallie has made more clear. money 
on her chickens this year than I 
have made on my crop. So make 
your plans today and get into the 
chicken business on a common 
sense basis. Do your own work, 
raise your own feed and sell your 
eggs to suit yourself. Your coun- 
ty farm agent will gladly help 
you in securing government bulle- 
tins. He will also furnish you 
with instructions as to building 
and fencing if you want it. Go 
te him and ask for his help. Then 
statr your poultry poultry busi-

ness and push it as you do your | 


farm. Of course you must turn 
it over to your wife to manage 
if you want to make any money 
out of it but if you can get the 
money in the family you will be 
sure to get some of it. Sallie tries 
mighty hard to keep me from get- 
ting some of her money but I get 
it just the same.

The most un- 
successful farmers of today are 
going strong on chickens. The 
chicken business is one of the 
largest businesses in this nation. 
The price is good, the demand is 
always good and we have the fin- 
est climate in the world for suc- 
cessfully raising poultry. The on- 
ly thing we lack is an advised 
people who have the determina- 
tion to make some money with 
the poultry business. I would like 
to see a large, well-planned, well- 
ventilated and well-located fowl

house near every farm house in 
this section. The poultry business 
has never been in the dumps as 
other lines have, It is always good 
and if you are not making good 
with it, you are an exception to} 
the rule Any sensible man on} 
the farm can make some money | 
with his poultry if he will only go 
about it in a common sense way. 
The number of hens on a farm is 
a pretty good index as to how 
that family lives. So let me urge 
you to get busy today and begin 
the construction of a roomy fowl | 
house to be used next year in the} 
growing of chickens and eggs. If 
I'm wrong about this matter T! 
would like to hear from you, I 
know dozens of families who made 
a crop this year on less money 
than they would have received 
from 100 laying hens if they had 
only had them. No farm, no mat- 
ter how small, should have less} 
than 100 laying hens, Most of us 
should have from 200 to 500 and 
we should raise most of the feed} 
consumed by these hens. How 
many hens do you have? How 
much cash have you received each 
week from your hens? 
* * o » * 

There is not only money in lay- 
ing hens but there is also money 
in growing broilers and fryers. Of 
course the sensible thing to do is 
to sell off the roosters and keep 
the hens, but you would only wish 
to do this with the lighter stock 
chickens. I suggest that you grow 
some of the heavy stocks for meat. 
I would also suggest that you 
have your roosters caponized if! 
you wish to make some big money 
with chickens. You would have) 
very little trouble or expense in 
growing 500 capons. You could | 
raise most of the feed on a one-}; 
horse farm if you started in time. 
This flock of capons should bring 
from $1,000.00 to $1,500.00 if sold 
during the month of February. 
There is plenty of money to be 
made in the poultry business if 
we would only get after it as we 
should. I wish I knew something! 
to say which would arouse every 
farmer in this section and cause 
him to get into the poultry busi- 
ness on a reasonable basis. Do 
not try to go too strong the first} 
jump but start and study the busi- 
ness aS you go. Remember that} 
peanut hay is plentiful this win-| 
ter, and it is the best chicken feed | 
known. You can raise baby chicks | 
on peanut hay if you will only 
run the hay through a good milk 
cow. You may use the cream or 
butter for your pay for doing the 
work if you will only give the 
skimmed milk to the chicks, 

* * * * * 

I’m glad to say to you that a 
citizen of Southeast Alabama has 
made quite a discovery concerning 
chickens. The one thing which our 
baby chicks is in great need of is} 
calcium. It has been very diffi- 
cult for us to secure this element | 
for them. Thousands of chicks die | 
each day from a lack of calcium. 
A man at Luverne has been ex-| 
perimenting for many years and} 
has found a new way or process} 
of forming or securing what is} 
known as a “Direct assimilation! 
of calcium.” So far as I know no 
other man has ever been able to 
do this and this citizen will be| 
greatly honored and known; 
throughout the scientific world. | 
The poultry raiser is the one to 
profit most by this great discovery. 
If we can secure calcium in the} 
proper form for our baby chicks, | 
many of our troubles will be over. 


baby chicks and your broilers will} 
weigh at least 25 per cent more 
at the age of eight weeks. This'! 
is a great discovery for the poul- 
tryman and we folks in Southeast 
Alabama should he the first to 
profit by this discovery. I hope; 
to look into this matter more} 
closely and shall be glad to say! 
more about it as soon as I know 
more about it. In the meantime, 
you get reatd to go into the poul- 
try business according to the size 
of your farm.

TRIED FOR KILLING R.MADDOX 


The second week of Circuit 
Court for the Elba Division con- 
vened Monday morning, ‘with 
Judge W. L. Parks presiding 
Cases on the trial docket were dis 
posed of with only one jury trial 
Monday. Business of the court 
was finished soon after noon and 
jurors were dismissed for the day. 

Tuesday's docket was likewise 
disposed of in short order, One 
case was tried during the session 
Tuesday, As was stated last week, 
the case of Hill Wise, charged 
with first degree murder, was set 


for trial Wednesday, A _ large) 


crowd was present to hear the 
trial and officers were kept busy 
trying to keep order in the court. 

Practically all the morning was 
consumed in preliminaries for the 
trial and at eleven o'clock Judge 
Parks finished qualifying the spe- 
cial jurors drawn for the day, 
Among those to qualify were two 
negro men, Dave Simmons of El- 
ba, and John Daniels, who lives 
in the northwestern part of the 
county. They answered all ques- 
tions asked by the court in a sat- 
isfactory manner, and their names 
will appear on the list from which 
the jury will be drawn for the 
murder trial. Only thirty minutes 
were required to strike the jury 
and at noon evidence was being 
taken. 

The court has no other cases 
set for the day and a long session 
will be necessary to finish the 
Wise trial. Another capital case 
is set for trial Thursday, this 


being the case of Wdger Marler, 
charged with carnal knowledge
